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School business manager 
candidates list narrows

The search for a new school 
business manager was narrowed to 
three candidates last week and could 
be a done deal by Thursday, 
according to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell. 

The three finalists are Peter Rock, 
currently the school business 
administrator for Shrewsbury, 
Mass. Public Schools; Rita 
Costantino, business administrator 
for the Burlington, Conn, Regional 
School District; and Warren 
Hopkins, who is currently working 
for a regional employment bureau 
in Lynn. 

“This is a very exciting time for 
the school system," O'Donnell said 
Monday, "Having someone come in 
with a new set of eyes to look at 
ways to save money for the system.” 

And, it will take some of the 
pressure off O'Donnell, who has 
been functioning as _ both 
superintendent and business 
administrator since former business 
manager Peter DeRoeve's departure 
to the Triton Regional School 
System, where he was lured by a 
better salary offer, March 31. 

Though she termed this time of 
year a difficult one for school 
business administrators, as the fiscal 
year is winding up and books are 
being closed, O'Donnell gained 


some relief as of Tuesday, when a 
part-time consultant came on board 
in Wilmington. Ironically, that 
same consultant just finished a stint 
in Triton, where the regional school 
system was looking for a full-time 
business manager. 

"While waiting for Peter to 
arrive, [the consultant] filled in,” 
O'Donnell said. 

But now it's Wilmington's turn to 
secure full-time financial guidance. 

Last Wednesday, the school 
business manager subcommittee - 
comprised of O'Donnell and 
committee members Chairman Paul 
Palizzolo and Dr. James Demos - 
conducted second interviews with 
the three finalists. 

O'Donnell qualified those 
interviews as "a little more intense" 
than the first round and aimed at 
"uying to help us determine who 
would best be suited for the 
position." Committee members 
Robert Young and Judson Miller, 
who was elected to the board in last 
April's election, sat in on the 
interviews. 

The final decision will likely have 
come Wednesday night, after ‘the 
Town Crier has gone to press. 
O'Donnell said the matter would be 
discussed in an executive session of 
the committee's regular meeting, 


during which she would give her 
recommendation to the full board 
and then ask for a vote of 
confirmation. 

Under the Education Reform Act, 
the superintendent has the authority 
to appoint a business manager. 
However, one section of the General 
Laws still calls for a school 
committee vote. 

But either way, O'Donnell wants 
the support of the committee. 

"It's really important that the 
school committee give me full 
backing on my recommendation,” 
O'Donnell said. "I really do want 
the committee to have a sense of 
direct involvement with this because 
the school committee does work so 
closely with the business manager." 

O'Donnell said she hopes to have 
unanimous support Wednesday for 
the candidate she has chosen so that 
she can present a contract offer to 
that person Thursday. 

"If the offer is accepted then I 
might ask for a special school 
committee meeting to ask for 
acceptance of the contract offer,” 
she said. 

O'Donnell said she hopes to have a 
full-time business administrator on 
board in Wilmington sometime 
around the end of July or the 
beginning of August.

North Reading committee fighting prison

With the J.T. Berry Rehabilitation 
Center, located in North Reading on 
the Wilmington town line on Route 
62, set to close its doors sometime 
around the end of next month, 
selectmen in North Reading are 
preparing an official town 
committee to offer alternatives to 
using the site for either a 
Department of Corrections 
women's facility or a Department of 
Youth Services jail. 

Both the DOC and the DYS have 
expressed interest in using the 
state-owned site, which is currently 
used by the Department of Mental 


Health for housing mentally 
retarded citizens. 
Currently, a North Reading 


citizens’ group is vying to influence 
the state to use the site for 
something other than a prison, 
according to North Reading 
Selectman Erie Doucette. 

But Doucette also said selectmen 
in North Reading are poised to 
appoint a  town-sanctioned 
committee, which would probably 
be made up of public and private 
citizens. An appointing process 
would likely include the soliciting 
of members from Wilmington. 

"The hope of the North Reading 
people is to give the state options 
that might be more beneficial [than 
a jail] to the people of North 
Reading and Wilmington,” Doucette 
stated. 


The first step would likely be a 
check to see if any other state 
agency has a nced for the site, but 
proposals from committees in other 
municipalities have included 
everything from light industry to 
golf courses to a bird sanctuary, 
Doucette said. 

The land could remain in the 
control of the state, be divided 
between state and local control or 
go to the Town of North Reading 
altogether, according to Doucette.

In February, the North Reading 
Transcript reported that both the 
DOC and DYS were interested in 
the site, the DOC for a 125-bed 
minimum security women’s prison 
for so-called "victimless crime 
offenders or those nearing the ends 


of sentences, and the DYS for a 
"secure," 80-100-bed youth jail 
with fences, guards and security 
systems housing offenders aged 
14-21 convicted of crimes ranging 
in nature from delinquent to 
violent.

Most often we recommend 
against jointly held property for 
tax reasons. However, a recent 
ruling of the US Court of Appeals 
points to a special tax break on 
jointly held property acquired 
before 1977 

Normally, when property is 
sold, the gain or loss is figured by 
subtracting the basis, the original 
cost, from the sale price. Inherited 
property has a stepped up basis; 
that is, the basis is the value of the 
Property on the date of the 
owner's death. If the heir sells it 

promptly, there is often little or 
No gain to be taxed. 

If the property was jointly held, 
then the half owned by the 
decedent has a basis of current 
valuc, but the original basis 
continues for the half owned by 
the surviving spouse. If he/she 
sells, his/her gain is taxable. 

But now the court has ruled that 
pre-1977 Tax Code provisions 
prevail for pre-1977 property, 
providing full stepped up basis 
when a surviving spouse inherits 
and sells that jointly held 
property. (Note: Nine states offer 
such a break on all jointly held 
property.)

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Rescission of 
underground 


sprinklers 

The Water and Sewer Commission 
has rescinded the ban on 
underground irrigation sprinklers. 
Any homeowner or business owner 
who wishes to have a sprinkler 
system installed will need to obtain a 
plumbing permit from the office of 
the Building Inspector at the Town 
Hall. 

We remind residents, who water 
their landscape that clean water is 
expensive and there is a limited 
supply. The Commission 
encourages water conservation 
wherever possible and has adopted 
regulations to aid in this belief. 

The following are regulations 
established by the Commission for 
the installation of underground 
irrigation sprinklers, 

1, The sprinkler connection to the 
water service will be after the 
meter. 

2. A moisture/rain sensor will be 
installed for water conservation 
Purposes. 

3. An approved backflow device 
will be installed for water safety 
purposes, 

4. Sprinkle systems shall operate 
between the hours of 8 p.m. and 6 
a.m, 

Water users are reminded that if a 
water emergency or water shortage 
were to occur, the use of water for 
irrigation purposes could be banned 
temporarily or permanently if 
conditions warranted.

Stone's in the Garden 


One to rot, one to grow...

There is an old farming rhyme 
that reminds gardeners to plant 
extra seeds in order to assure a good 
crop. It goes..."One to rot and one 
to grow, one for the pigeon, one for 
the crow." Today's gardener can 
still benefit from this ancicnt 
wisdom, even though we select high 
yield hybrids and may use chemical 
insecticides and soil amendments to 
enhance our crops. But what do you 
do with all of those extra zucchini 
and tomato seedlings when all four 
seeds sprout? Do you toss the three 
weaker seedlings into the compost 
pile? 

There is a grass roots gardening 
movement afoot that may use those 
seedlings for a good cause. The 
movement is called "Plant an extra 
Row" for the hungry and now, at 
planting time, is your chance to fill 
that spare corner of your garden 
with a few extra seedlings. 

Plant an Extra Row was started by 
Jeff Lowenfels, president of the 
Garden Writers of America and his 
fellow gardeners in Anchorage, 
Alaska. Their goal is to provide 
fresh summer produce to food 
pantrics and shelters around the 
country. The number of charitable 
food programs has grown in recent 
years. We all know families of laid 
off and unemployed workers, or the 
homeless and others in need of extra 
supplies during hard times. Home 
gardeners can help support this 
cause with just an extra plant or 
two.

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Charlie Ellsworth saw action near

Veterans of World War II often 
have stories of attacks and defenses, 
horrors they've seen, and tales of 
battles won and lost. 

But not all combat veterans had 
such a difficult time in the Second 
World War. Sometimes, the duty 
was fairly easy. 

Charlie Ellsworth of Wilmington 
served aboard the light cruiser USS 
Topeka, in the Pacific. 

"The luckiest ship in the Navy,” 
he called the Topeka, which never 
suffered any damage from enemy 
fire, or lost a single crewman. 

Ellsworth joined the Navy at age 
17, with his Aunt May -- Mary 
lronsides -- signing the age waiver. 
At the time, lots of young men were 
anxious to get into the war effort, 
and too anxious to wait until their 
vext birthday. 

After basic training in Sampson, 
N.Y., Ellsworth went to Newport, 
thode Island, where the crew for 
he new Topeka was being formed. 
The new cruiser was commissioned 
in Boston in December, 1944, and 
set sail immediately for the Pacific, 
by way of the Panama Canal. 

"We used to say the Japanese quit 
when they heard we were coming," 
Ellsworth jokes now. Granted, the 
Japanese had endured severe losses 
by 1944, but there was still plenty 
of fight left in the Imperial Navy. 
Ellsworth said it was eerie when 
Toyko Rose, the propagana broad- 
caster from Japan, welcomed the 
USS Topeka to the Third Fleet, just 
is she arrived in the Pacific. 

The Topeka, with four other light 

tuisers and 20 or more destroyers, 
formed the defensive ring around 
an aircraft carrier or battleship, in 
known as a “battle group", and the 

Topeka was part of the picket line 
of antiaircraft defenses. Her job 
was to protect the "capital" ships in 
the battle group, at all costs. 

The Topeka, and sister cruisers 
the USS Daytona, USS Oklahoma 
City and the USS Atlanta, were 
detached from their battle group 
for a special mission, in July 1945. 

The Topeka, the flagship of the 
raiding party, was sent to Nojima 
Cape, near the mouth of Tokyo 
Bay, there to destroy a radar station 
near the shore. The ship would be 
within casy range of Japanese air- 
craft, coastal ships and even shore

rest of the detachment, and the 
radar station was pounded into 
rubble. Not a single round was 
fired at them in reply, Ellsworth 
said, and his battle station on "sky 
forward,” relaying messages from 
the captain to the Combat Infor- 
mation Center below, gave him a 
fine view of the attack. When the 
Topeka steamed past the mouth of 
Tokyo Bay, a history of the ship 
notes, she was only 45 miles from 
Japan's capital city, closer than any 
enemy since Genghis Khan in the 
13th Century. 

When VJ day arrived, the Topeka 
remained on patrol, searching for 
any Japanese combatants that hadn't 
surrendered. When her tour ended 
the Topeka had been 77 days at sea 
without a break, or shore leave. 

During the occupation of Japan, 
Ellsworth said Japanese girls would 
point at him and giggle, which at 
first made him uneomfortable. He

later learned that the Japanese had 
never seen blue eyes before, and he 
was a topic of conversation over it. 

Ellsworth added, however, that a 
contingent of U.S, Marines aboard 
the Topeka was sent to secure the 
airfield at Yokosuka. One of the 
Marines told him that a Japanese, 
speaking perfect English, had said 
that the U.S. had won this time, but 
the Japanese would get them back. 
To this day, Ellsworth believes it. 

After the war, Ellsworth went to 
work at Gillette for awhile, before 
joining the Wilmington Police De- 
partment. He married Catherine in 
1963, and in 1973 he quit the police 
force in Wilmington to join the 
state police, where he retired from 
duty in 1986. 

Today, the USS Topeka's ship's 
cook, third class, is working on his 
garden, and looking forward to the 
next reunion of the Topeka's crew. 
"Those are a blast," he said.

The tale of the two Carters 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 
In the records of the Carter family 
of Wilmington, Massachusetts, 
there are two branches, both 
descended from the Rev. Thomas 
Carter, he who was the first 
clergyman in Woburn, about 1642. 
Some of his descendants moved into 
Burlington and some moved into 
Wilmington. 
Where Woburn and West streets 
are today, in Wilmington, was the 


place to which some families 
moved. The nearby railroad 
crossing was, for years, the Carter 
Crossing 


There were, in Wilmington at 
about the time of the Civil War, 
many people of that name. And, it 
can be noted, there were two men 
with exactly the same name - 
William Henry Carter. One lived 
on Shawsheen Avenue at the corner 
of Bridge Lane. The other lived on 
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High Sweet. 

A distinguishing factor was 
needed for the names of these two 
men. 

The treasurer of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad lived on High 
Street. He became William Henry 
Carter I 

The farmer who had moved down 
from Burlington, and who lived on 
Shawsheen Avenue in a farmhouse 
dating back to the Revolution 
became, in the vernacular, William 
Henry Carter II. To simply matters, 
it became Bill Hen Carter One, and 
Bill Hen Carter Two. 

Bill Hen Two was born in 
Burlington in 1843, and he moved 
into Wilmington at the end of the 
Civil War. He purchased a 
farmhouse on Shawsheen Avenuc, 
at the corner of Bridge Lane. 

That farm was quite probably one 
of the farms in Wilmington where 
hops were grown. Wilmington hops 


commanded a good price in the 
market,when it came to the making 
of beer. They afforded the familics 
a good style of living 

Nearby was one of five school 
houses in Wilmington. They were 
located in a geographical style - the 
North, East, West, South and 
Center. 

The tcacher in the West School 
was a young lady named Lizzie J 
Hamden, a member of a well known 
Wilmington family - but who lived 
in Tewksbury. There came to be, in 
the 1870s, a couple of extremely 
cold winters. 

The Carter farm proved to be a 
warmer place. Lizzie Harnden, 
moved the class in for the winter. 

On September 30, 1879 she 
became Mrs. William Henry Carter 
Two. And, for the next couple of 
years there Was a lot of cold weather 
in the winter.

Bill Hen Carter Two married a 
second time, next year, The new 
bride was Clara A. Gowing, of 


another old Wilmington family 
Robert H. Carter was born April 
11, 1886, like his father a stalwart 
Puritan 

He became the superintendent of 
streets for Wilmington, a job he 
performed well. And, there is one 
more tale to tell 

Daniel Robert Carter courted a 
young lady, named Dorothea 
Neilson. The couple married in June 


1915. This writer, then a 
four-year-old boy, was to be the 
ring bearer.

“What's that on the dog's neck? 

Oh, my GOD! That's so GROSS!" 

I don't even need to look up from 
my newspaper to know, it must be a 
tick. 

Nasty little bloodsuckers from the 
same family as spiders, ticks are a 
bane on all mammalian life. (Do 
they bother birds? I don't know!) 

There are two types of ticks seen 
in this area, and they both suck. 

Literally. Ticks suck blood and 
other precious bodily fluids from 
our hides. I'll get to the differences 
between the two species later. 

Right now, the little monsters are 
hanging on to blades of grass, their 
two forelegs held out and hooked, 
ready to latch onto the first passing 
piece of fur, or cloth, Silently, and 
with no sensation to alert you to the 
invasion, the tick has landed. Then 
they start to climb. 

Up your pant leg, or your dog's 
leg, in search of a warm, sheltered 
spot to begin their vile work. Arm- 
pits are a favorite picnic spot, but 
they're just as happy in the groin, in 
the hairline, in the waistline, or any 
other spot. The tick puts its mouth- 
parts up against the skin and starts 
sucking away. 

Still no sensation, no feeling that a 
pest is invading your bloodstream. 

In a day or two, the tiny tick has 
drawn off cnough blood to swell up 
to disgusting size. The abdomen of 
the little pest is now smooth, shiny, 
and bloated, full of blood. 

That's when you notice them on 
the dog's neck. Oh, GROSS! Or in 
your armpit -- HORRORS! There 
is nothing quite so disgusting, quite 
so horrifying, as finding a tick on 
your skin, (Yes, I have! EWW!!) 

If left alone, the tick will suck up 
its fill of blood, then drop off and 
find a secluded spot to produce its 
eggs. This way, ticks spread their 
range, by falling off in new places, 
and they hit the ground ready to 
reproduce. 

The age-old dogma of removing a 
lick by covering it with Vaseline is 
now passé. Instead, pluck the nasty 
little rider off with tweezers and 
try to get the tick's mouthparts out 
as well. Be careful not to squeeze 
the body, or some of that fluid may 
be injected back in, which you don't 
want. Let the tick enjoy its meal, in 
the waning moments of its life.

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There are two types of tick seen 
in this area: The "dog" tick and the 
"deer" tick. 

A dog tick is the most common, 
and is about as big as ... hold on ... 
let me get my pen and doodle a bit 
ona capital O. Here goes: 

o 


Yeah, that's about the size of an 
adult dog tick. When full of blood 
that same tick will be as wide as a 
dime, oblong, and about a quarter 
of an inch thick. Oh, so nasty! 

The second type of tick native to 
this area is the deer tick, and they 
are much worse than dog ticks. An 
adult deer tick is about this size of 
this period (.), and when bloated is 


only the size of our trusty capital O. 
They're so small they can attach, 
feed and drop off again, without 
you ever knowing they were there, 
except for something they might, 
or might not, leave behind. 

Deer ticks spread Lyme Disease, 
named for the town in Connecticut 
where the disease was discovered. 

Lyme Disease feels like arthritis, 
and misdiagnosis of the condition is 
fairly common. In fact, the discase 
was known as Lyme arthritis until 
the bacteria was isolated. 

Other symptoms include pains in 
the joints, muscle aches, low-grade 
fever, and other flu-like symptoms. 

Left untreated, Lyme Disease can 
result in nerve and joint damage. 
Lyme Disease is in Massachusetts, 
most notably in areas with deer, 
making the disease double-trouble 
for deer hunters. Not only do we 
go outside, but we seck out in the 
places where deer ticks are most 
likely to be found. 

Insect repellents with DEET will 
keep ticks off, especially when they 
are sprayed around cuffs, pant legs, 
collars and sleeves. Seems the ticks 
don't like the taste of DEET, and so 
they'd rather drop off and try again 
than to climb a foul-tasting leg. 

Flea and tick collars work well on 
pets. I've yet to see a tick this spring 
on cither of our cats, but I can't say 
the same for two dogs I know. No

“Tewksbury and Wilmington 
have similar problems when it 
comes to holding their annual 
town meeting,” notes Stu 
Neilson in “Finding the right 
carrot,” an editorial in a recent 
“Town Crier.”

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Grandparents write about war 


From S-1 


The interdisciplinary unit will 
culminate in a Memorial Day 
assembly at which students will 
share their own insights on the 
war as well as the actual words 
of those who experienced it - at 
home and overseas, 

“Dear Michael,” writes 
Leonard Seaboyer .of Saugus to 
his grandson Mike Shagoury. “At 
the time everybody thought the 
war would be the war to end all 
wars but it wasn’t to be. Why 
people in this world of ours 
can't live in harmony with each 
other will never really be under- 
stood, even 50 years later ... 
Being away from home so long 
and not seeing family and 
friends, as well as you know who 
(Gram), made it very lonesome. 
letters from home really 
helped. Did you know Gram 
wrote to me every day for about 
two years? She was a ‘peach’ 
and still is! I grew up fast in the 
service, but there is no place 
like home with friends and fami- 
ly I've always said, ‘I 
wouldn’t have missed it for all 
the tea in China, but I wouldn’t 
do it again for all the money in 
the world.” 

“Dear Riley,” writes Mike 
Modica of Reading. “In 
December of 1944 on my third 
mission, the five members of the 
crew were forced to bail out over 
Yugoslavia because the pilot 
thought the plane, which had 
been hit by enemy fire, was 
going down. Later, it turned out 
that the problem corrected itself 
and the pilot; navigator and the 
rest were able to return to the 

base. The five of us bailed out 
and one of my crewmates was 


never heard from again ... I 
landed and was hung up in a 
tree ... The conditions behind 
enemy lines were not very good. 
We had little food, it wa was cold 
and we had inadequate clothing. 
We walked, rode horseback, 
rode in trucks with the 
Russians, a narrow gage rail- 
road, and even oxen carts 
through the mountains ....” 

“As a child during this con- 
flict (I was 11 when the war 
started), I remember being fas- 
cinated by what was happen- 
ing,” writes Joan Spence. “... 
Even children helped the war 
effort. I saved tinfoil, helped 
with the aluminum and rubber 
collections and bought war 
stamps and war bonds through a 
program at school. This money 
was used to help pay for the war. 
We were also encouraged not to 
complain about the shortages of 
certain foods, fabric and gas ... 
Toward the end of the war, when 
Germany was defeated, news of 
the death camps and the 
Holocaust reached us. Pictures 
in ‘Life’ magazine and in news- 
reels of the horrific suffering 
and death the Nazis inflicted on 
other humans made a lasting 
impression on me. At times, 
these images still haunt me. 


Although the story needs to be* 


retold to new generations, I have 
not been able to make myself 
see ‘Schindler’s List’ ... In many 
ways, World War II influenced 
the essence of who we are and 
the paths that our lives have 
taken. In the same way, your 
mom and dad and you are prod- 
ucts of your time .,... Lovingly,

“Air raid drills were a fre- 
quent occurrence,” writes 
Josephine Madden. “At night 
you had to have your windows 
covered with shades and no 
lights at all were allowed during 
a drill as there was always the 
fear it might be a real attack 
and not a practice drill. It was 
very scary when the signals 
went off. We lived across the 
street from a school where the 
siren was located and the blast 
would startle you out of a sound 
sleep. The children would be 
very frightened. An area warden 
made sure the blackout rules 
were obeyed ... I hope none of 
you will have to experience a 
war. It would be a great miracle 
to have the whole world at peace 
for all time ... Love, Nana.” 

“Dear Liz,” writes David 
O'Connor of Stoneham to his 
granddaughter Liz Downey. 
“Probably the hardest thing 
about serving in the war was I 
missed my family and friends. I 
never saw home for 37 months. I 
gained maturity from my expe- 
rience ... I reached parts of the 
world I never expected to see. I 
met many enjoyable friends 
Love, Grampa.” 

Liz’s other grandfather, 
Ronald Downey, writes, “The 
worst part of the war was not 
knowing for months where your 
loved ones were located ... Our 
hospital did vast amounts of 
surgery and ministered to all 
kinds of sickness, most of all the 
ever-present malaria which was 
spread by mosquitoes. A terrible 
disease which stays with you for 
many years. I got it, of course. 
All the men did. We also learned 

the sights, the sounds and the 
smells of warfare. We also 
learned fear and how to pray. 
Much love, Grampa.” 


“... Our schools were stock- 
piled with buckets of sand, shov- 
els and emergency supplies in 
case of a bombing,” writes 
Phyllis Kostegan. “The sand was 
to help put out fires. We had air 
raid drills weekly. We were 
taught to crouch under our 
desks to take cover. I must 
admit we were quite blase about 
this until one day we were 
abruptly sent home because 
enemy planes had been sighted. 
Thankfully we weren’t bombed 
but we did take the war serious- 
ly after that and I was always 
afraid an attack would come 
and I would be separated from 
my family. 

“As far as the Holocaust was 
concerned, al! we knew for a 
very long time came to us in 
rumors, and, to be truthful, we 
almost couldn’t believe that 
these terrible things were hap- 
pening. It was only when the 
war was coming to a close that 
we really learned the ugly truth. 
As a young Jewish girl, I was 
distraught thinking this could 
have happened to me if the out- 
come of the war had been differ- 
ent. 
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in school was Steve Reardon. 
One day Miss Sullivan (the 
teacher) said, “I'm proud of 
Stephen. He's the only one in 
this class who knows where the 
Azores are." Jackie O'Boyle 
jumped up and exclaimed, "why 
the heck wouldn't Steve know 
where the Azores are, Miss 
Sullivan. He's the only one who 
‘hides things’ in this class." 

Kathy puts on so much body 
lotion, cold cream and oil every 
night she "SLIDES" out of bed 
every morning. 

Bob Butler asked me, 
"Chipper, were either of your 
parents wejghtlifters?" He then 
added, "They sure raised a 
‘Dumbbell’ "

Bruce Willis played John 
McClane, a devil may care 
detective oozing machismo from 
every sweaty pore while stuck in 
a fancy L.A. high-rise with The 
Bad Guys. The bloated sequel, 
directed by Renny Marlin, took 
place in an airport. 

McTiernan is back this time, 
the formula has been changed, 
and the action opened up, way 
up. The box is gone and a maze 
has been written into its place 
as McClane scrambles all over 
New York City answering child- 
ish riddles to keep bombs from

detonating. It looks as if a crim- 
inal mastermind with a vendetta 
against McClane is happy to 
blow up half of Gotham to take 
him out. But looks can be 
deceiving. 

The plot is overly complicat- 
ed and weakened by a few holes, 
one of which is rather gaping as 
we near the film’s conclusion. In 
fact, the movie sometimes plays 
like a series of big action scenes 
strung together in search of a 
story. This weakness in the nar- 
rative doesn’t greatly hinder our 
enjoyment of a flick with a heist 
at its heart reminiscent of 
James Bond adventures. 

Action hounds will be treated 
to truly dynamite scenes, includ- 
ing a spine-tingling subway 
explosion and a water trick that 
literally has Willis doing flips 
Just to give the formula a 
tweak, there is an unusual rela- 
tionship between Willis and his 
costar, Samuel L. Jackson.
